Tho extent to ivhioh patty fouling may 
be carried is aptly illustratod in the c^ae 
of certain iniluoiitinl journals in the mari- 
time provinces, where the question of tho 
fiaheriea ia now a burning one, The St. 
John Globe itnd the Acadian Eecorder, of 
Halifax, use such expreasiona as these in 
reference to the patriotio policy of tho 
government in this matter — "barbaric," 
"(vholly unjustifiable," "unneighborly," 
and ao on.. It ia, perhaps, unnecessary to 
add that thesarsre representative liberal 
papers of.;;t|iii^inoBt .extreme grit type. 
The American's must be delighted to find 
Rlitei* nhetit-(hey least expeoted:th(9in, and 
the Gloucester and Portland fisherhmu 
naturally uae their uttoraocea in their own 
defence, and point thorn out as the opin- 
ion of an important section of the Ouna- 
dian press. Such action is unaccountable 
in Canadians. We can always trust the 
Americans to stand by each other, when 
the policy of the United States is brought 
in question, whether ric/ht or wrong. It 
would be well if wo took a leaf out of 
their book. Tho Canadian (?) journals 
referred to must know that Canada has 
right and justico on her aide in this mat- 
ter. They must 'know that our govorn- 
ment ia only performing its plain duty 
when it prevents American fidhormen 
from buyins; bait in our purts; they must 
be aware that Canada is simply aaaorting 
its rights under the treaty, and that it is 
Buatained in its action by all who have the 
true interests of their jountry at heart. 
Grant the American fiiberraen the uae of 
bait, and we' would, probably see them 
olaiminK a right to use it within tha three 
mile limit, which would mean the deatruo 
tion of our fisheries — made a slrtughter 
house for American "pirates." The gov- 
ernment is entitled to gr«at credit for the 
iirm atand it haa taken in thia matter, 
even at the riak of rupturing tho pleoaant 
relations existing botwoon Canada and the 
republic. Tho attempt to erabarrass 
tho Dominion authorities on the part 
of tho jiiurniila referred to, for that 
is just what it means, is highly discredita- 
ble, and can only react ua ihemselvea. 
The Canadian case is p'ecfeotiy''olear and 
cannot bo gainaaid. Article "T/ of tho 
Convention of 1818 is precise in its lan- 
guage, and if the case is worked out by 
its provisions, and it must, tho deoiaion 
cannot fail to bo in our favor. The con- 
vention prescribes distinctly that the 
American fiaborniea shall be admitted to 
enter the bajnif'aad ba.rbora Bpeoified.''for 
the purpose uf abeltor and repairtncr dam- 
ages, of purchasing wood and of obtain- 
ing water, and for no other pwyose ivhal- 
ti'tr." As far back as 1870, prior to the 
AVashingtjn treaty, the then secretary of 
the United States trosaury, in an ofQcial 
letter admitted all tho righta claimed uu- 
'der.the''1818j cbnreptibn; ■ THe pith of 
the matter lies right kere and would aeem 
to be plain to the meanest comprehension. 
It ia t,i be regretted that complications 
have arisen, but they ara simply tho re- 
sult of the position into which the ques- 
tion haa been allowed to drift. The Do 
minion government has, as we had occa 
aion before to ppii\t outi maide every effort 
possible to Ve'ou're some "aatisfactory ar- 
rangement, and have not been met half 
way hy the iJnilod States govern- 
ment. Sir Lionel Sackville West, 
British rainisterjat Washington, has stated 
in an interview that the whole blame lies 
with the United States, and ho ia borne 
out by the facta. Had Congreaa appoint- 
ed a commission to enquire into the 
subject, as it was advised to do, the whole 
matter could have been amicably settled. 
But, aa Sir Lionel remarked, "it haa chos- 
en not to 'do BO, being led by Senator 
Frye, who really does hot • seem' to care 
what he aaya." It now remaina with tho 
United States to take such action as shall 
remove the constant source of trouble 
found in the maintenance of auch a atate 
of thinga, which ia aa well miachiovDus in 
its risaulta aa iacapablo of juatification on 
any adequate grouoida, .. "

The Vancouver Herald after quoting a 

Sortion of Mr. McKenzie'a address to the 
lanaimo electora hits the candidate off 
in the following refreshing style: 

"This is a pretty bad showing, but 
there ia thia consolation about it that no 
one can tell how inaoli..^prse things 
vould have been had Mr. McKenzie had 
the management of affairs. Nobody 
appears to bo suffering very acutely — al- 
ways excepting Mr, MoB^enaie— and 
might not have known that anything waa 
aerioualy out of joint but for the informa- 
tion conveyed in hia addreaa. While we 
do not feel inclined-to waste - much sym- 
pathy over those who do ' not ' aeem to

should be readjusted boforo bein^ liiially 
surveyed. Fartios have left both villages 
to interview the surveyor, and if trouble 
occurs it will be the result of o direct 
breach of fi\ith on the part of lh« Domin- 
ion government.

CHARLES A. DANA. 

PCRBOMAL GHARAOTERISTIOB OFTHE EDITOR 

OP THE N. Y. Sun. 

Mr. Dana usually enters the Sua of- 
fice at 11 a. m. He firac aBoertains^ttie 

■ circulation of his newspaper that morn- 
ing. He next opens hia personal letters 
and ijlanciis at the proofsheets of ar- 
ticlea left over. Ho makes many alter- 
ations and emendations. A few screeds 
are killed outright. After thoroughly 
sifting hiS'proofs he scans the leading 
newspapers outside of New York^ 
using the scissors freely. Most of the 
newspaper extracts in his journal ara 
culled by his hand. At times he seems 
to draw inspiration from the perusal 
of his exchanges. Then he summons 
his stenographer and dictates many 
pithy editorial paragraphs For years 
Mr. Dana ha.s absolutely refused to ex- 
ohiinne with other newspapcr.s. He 
subscribes and pays for those ho wants, 
and expects those who want the Sun 

. . to do the .same, 

' • Mr. Dana enjoys' his work. Ho is 
ev6r in good humor and ever acceasi- 
b!e. While dicta'iiii*,', however, he will 

■ not allow himself to be disturbed by 
even an oHice-boy. He thus preserves 
his train of Ihougiit unbroken. lEo is 
overwhelmed with visitors. It may be 
an ex-PresidentronA ino^ent?;and a pu- 
gilist the next.- Both are^ treat?i3 with 
uniform couriesy and considoration. 
Mr. Dana is a reninrkable linguist, and 
his visitors are of all nationalities. He 
uses half a dozen dillerout languages a 
day, and speaks them in each -case like 
a natiyfi. 'jAnd he continu.ea''tlje study 
of ^ioSern languages, his laifest ac- 
quisition being the Icelandic tongue. 

Mr. Dana lunche-s about 2 p. m. His 
favorite dish is crackers and milk; rare- 
ly does he take anytliing else for lunch. 
' His main meal is his dinner. He em- 
])loys a chef de cuisiiie that would do 
credit to ex-President Arthur, and he 
revels in the creations of bis genius. 
On returning from lunch he frequently 
spends some time in the outer office in- 
dulging in badinage with his associates. 
Ho laughs heartily over a good story. 
On finding one in a country newspaper 
he passes it around and occasionally 
reads it aloud to those near him. He 
"has no editorial councils. When neces- 
sary he tells each editor in clear, con- 
cise terms what he wants. Beyond this 
they have free scope. His decisions 
and suggestions are prompt and to the 
point. Rarely are they reversed. Ha 
frequently selects correspondents ,for 
special work and at tiinea makes I'e- 
pertprial details. As the afternoon 
■wears away he puts his desk in apple- 
pie order. He is scrupulously neat. "A 
place for everythihe; and everything in 
its plao«" IS his motto. In this respect 
.. -he^'prei^ents a marked '^contrast to his 
bid colleagui*, Horabe Greeley. About 
' 4 o'clock Mr. Dana . enjoys a quiet 

* 'chat with his son^'Paul,' - throws his 

' spring overcoat over his arm, slaps a 
silk liatori his lieaiJ, and goes home. 

A few words about liis sanctum. It 
is plainly furnished and uncarpeted. 
The song of birds is not heard there. 
No flowers load the air with perfume. 
The furniture is a plain lounge, three 
chairs and three tables. A revolving 
pedestal Glled wiib books for quick re- 
ference stands on his desk. The walls 
aro covered with pictures of dead 
friends. The most conspicuous orna- 
ment is a stuffed gray owl, perched on 
the revolving pedestaL. It is the gift of 
Thomas C. Acton, who supplies a new 
owl whenever the old one begins to suc- 
cumb to time. A veined marble man- 
tel, yellow with age, is another feature 
of the sanctum. It is loaded with old 
brio-a-brac and other curios. A con- 
apicuous picture is a photograph of 
Horace Greeley sitting at a desk, with 
his overcoat collar turned under, in- 
tently reading a copy of the Tribune. 
His old soft hat lies on the table in 
front of him. This strikingly realistic 
picture was stolen by a photographer 
while Greeley was in one of his ab- 
stracted moods. The cartoons of Mr. 
Dana make him appear much older 
than he is in reality. There are very 
few lines in his face, and he looks ton 
years younger than his age. Once out 
of his oflice, ho throws off all of its 
cares and annoyances and goes in for 

• •genuine enjoyment. He keeps good 
■' horaea " aii'd. uses' 'Ihera. Much of h is 
time i.s spent in the fresh sea-breeze of 
his Island of DoEores. All this preserv- 
es his health and his grasp of mind. 
With hia intellect undiratned, he is the 
last of those grand old editors who 

! placed New York journalism on its pre- 
jsent plane.
